The claims describe somatostatin receptor subtype 1 (SSTRl) 
active compounds and their use. 



During the search the following documents were found:

Document A disclose N- (mercaptoalkyl) urea derivatives of amino 
acids that are inhibitors of TNF-alpha production. 

Documents B and C show different SSTRl active compounds. 

The cited documents represent the general state of the art. 
The invention defined in claims 1-19 is not disclosed by any 
of these documents . 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed compunds . 
Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-19 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable.
